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Response to Amendment 

The following is in response to the amendment filed on July 3, 2006. 

Claim Objections 

The preamble of originally filed claims 20-35 is not commensurate with that of amended 
claim 19 from which they depend. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 12 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claims 12 and 29 recite the limitation "the non-shoe side surface" . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim 1-11, 15-28, and 32-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Davenport (US 6,718,896). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 
35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing 
under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived 
from the inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an 
appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Davenport discloses a fabric for making a flexible fluid containment vessel comprising at 
least two layers of reinforcing material joined together by warp knitting or stitch bonding and at 
least one scrim layer. The fabric also includes a coating on one or both sides of the fabrics to 
render or both to render the fabric fluid impervious. The fabric reads on the claimed industrial 
fabric and the method of making reads on the claimed method of making an industrial fabric. All 
other claimed materials or structural elements are disclosed in Davenport. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13, 14, 30, and 31 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 12 and 29 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicants arguments filed July 3, 2006 have been fully considered. 
In view of the arguments and amendments to the claims, the rejections set forth 
previously under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) over Hodson (US 6,294,485) and under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
over Davenport et al (EP 0 960 975) are withdrawn. The rejection of Claims 1, 6, 7, and 17 on 
the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting over claims 9, 13, and 14 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,718,896 has also been withdrawn. 

Regarding Davenport (US 6,718,896) above, the examiner sees no distinction between 
the fabric therein and the claimed invention, particularly in view of the instant specification 
(page 9, line 23 to page 10, line 3) which does not define or limit an "industrial fabric" to any 
particular industrial setting. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Baker et al (US 6,030,908) discloses a porous papermaking press fabric comprising a 
base substrate and a fibrous batt layer attached to one another by knitted loop yarns.
